ry*d Staves and Halbards, and Can- 
dles and Lanthorns in their hands, We 
believe it's ſome great matter they are 
goae about, they carry it with ſo much 
ſecrecy, as they go along; but we 
cannot think it is for Feſis of Naza- 
retb, becauſe we did ſee 72d, one of 
the Lord's Diſciples, amongſt them,

St. Pax! to avoid Perſecution, was 
tet down the Wall in a Baiket, whenthe 
Governor of Damaſcus ſought bis Life 3 
and thus we find the Apoſtles them- 
telves ſhunn*d the Storm, becauſe they 
were the Inſtruments: immediately de- 
puted by Chriſt to propagate and con- 
vey the Goſpel to the World : And 
thus did Primitive Saints and Martyrs 
who wonder'd about in Defarts ard 
Moxuntains., and in Dens and Caves of the 
Earth, and ſo have equally avoided 
Raſhneſs and Cowardlinels. 

The ſecond only gain'd a little reſ- 
pit for the preſent, that they might 
ſvffer with the greater ;;4vantage after- 
wards, thus did Foſepbh and Mary, from 
the Command of God by an Angel, flee 
with their Child, the Ever-Bleſſed Jeſu 
into Egypt for fear of Herod.

Various 
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various Forms and different Kinds, 
which were- all vus'd towards the Pri- 
mitive Chriſtians, there' were two 
things 'in-this way of ſuffering rendred 
jt very ſevere, vis. the Pain and Ig- 
ROMiIny :of it, Painful it muſt needs 
be, becauſe the Party ſuffering was 
ſaſtned-to it with Nails drove through 
bis Hends and” Feet, the moſt' ſenſible 
parts of Man, from iuch a vaſt quah- 
tity of- Nerves and Sinews uniting and 
rermiiating in-thoſe places: And they 
were pierc*d only in thole extream 
Parts, ſo far diſtant fram the Heart; 
on purpoſe that the exquiliteneſs- of 
their Torments and Death, might be 
the more lingring and tedions. Enſo- 
much -that ſome, out of tender Com- 
paſſion, have cauſed-ſome to be ſtrang- 
ted before they were Crucified, as 
Fellius Ceſar did the Pirats he had 
{worn to execute on the Croſs; Sxctoy. 
in Vit. Ceſar. Cap. 47. P.76. But no 
ſuch Favour was ſhewn to Chriſtians; 
they were ſuffer*d to remain, during 
all * theſe crucijating Pangs, till mere 
Hunger ſtary*d them, or the Mercy of 
wild Beaſts, or Birds of Prey, dil- 

patckt 
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patcht them. Thus St. Andrew en- 
dar*d two whole days upon the Croſs.

tous, Jewiſh, Stony Hearts, but the 
ſqueeze this bitter Potion into his mo 
Sacred Month with bitter Revilings , 
which at all times is counted moſt baſe 
and inhuman, to inſult over the moſt 
vileſt MalefaQtors, at the time of their 
fuffering the ſatisfation and penalty

this was the Fon of God, Luke 23. 30, 
Matth.

And no ſooner had our dear Saviour 
let fly his Bleſſed Spirit, and aſcended 
to his Heavenly Throne, and glorifed 
Saints and Angels, but they, rejoy- - 
cing at his glorious Preſence, immedt- 
ately brake forth into ſinging of Praiſes 

aad Hallelvjabs , with the Fenitent 
Thief.

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Thief, And having now overcome 
the Power of Death and Hell , forth-- 
with the Graves open'd, and many Bo- 
dies of. the Saints , which ſlept , aroſe, 
Matth.

But the Jews, 
when they ſaw all this, began to call 
to the Mountains , to bide 
Luke 23,48, them from the Wrath to 
come And all the People

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end, or the Maker of it ſuffer'd pre? 
Agony. 

And now, O my Soul, what haſt 
thou more to do, but to attend till 
thy Saviour is took down from the 
Croſs, and, with the remainder of 
thy teeble Strength, and almoſt-ſpent 
Eyes, accompany his precious Body to 
his Funeral, which will be folemniz?d 
this Evening ? 

The Fews therefore, becauſe it was the 
Preparation for the Sabbath, and Even 
was come, and they bad a Cuſtom among 
themſelves, That Bodies ſhould not ve- 
main upon the Croſs on the Sabbath-day, 
eſpecially at this time, it being a great and 
bigh Day, the Day of the Great Paſſover; 
the Soldiers therefore came to Pilate, aud 
b-ſought him , that the 


Bodies of the MalefaGors 
might be taken down 
from the Crofi,, and their 
Lees broken ; which no 
ſooner was granted, but 
one of the Soldiers a- 
bounding ſtill with his 
inveterate Malice more 
than the reſt, notwith-

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ſtandiilg the wanderiu] Miracles he had 
ſo latcly feen from the Gloctons' Sun 
of the Firmament, valling its Head, 
the Earth tremaiing, the very Rotks 
breaking In pieces, . and the Vail of the 
Temple (the moſt Sacred. Place of 
their Worſhip, ) rent from the top to 
the bottom ; yetche takes no notice of 
all this, but forthwith runs with his 
Spear in his hand, and violently pier- 
ces the tender Side of our dear Lord 
and Saviour, and immediately gufh'4 
out WW tzr and Blood, the Emblems of 
the Two abiding Sacraments, that onr 
Lord left with us, in commemoration 
of His Bleſſed Hamanity and Divinity, 
Baptiſm, and the Lord s Supper. Ang 
this could not be done without a Pro- 
phecy, 1 that Day, there ſhall be 2 
Fountain epen for the Houſe of David, 
and Tubabitants of Feruſalem, to waſh 
in, for Sin and for Uncleanneſs, Zach, 
13. #. 
And when they took down the Bo- 
dies of the other Two Malefactors, 
found they were not dead, and brake 
their Legs. The Jews having a Cu- 
ſtoin amon2ſt them, to break the mo

of the. Crucity'd Perſons, when 'they 
took them cown ifrom the Croſs, if 
they ſonnd they bad any Liic in them, 

But when they came to Jeſis, and found 
that be wis already dead, probably 
{0m the vail expenſion of Spirits, lo 
much exhauſted and waſted, from h's 
former , Suficrings, and for want of 
Keſpit, and irc{h recruitof Suſtepance, 
{ jor which we do not read, from the 
time of his Betraying, to the time of 
his Paſtion, of Care or Supply from 
any, ) Or perhaps from the wound of 
the Spcar in his precious Side, that 
ight the {ooner expire his Life; or, 
rather, trom all rogether. Yet findin 

him already dead, they broke not his 
Legs: Or ied co fuifil the fore-de- 
terminate Will of the Almighty pre- 
dicted and prophefied of him, That 8s 
Bone of him ſhould not be broken. 

For as we lee all along from the fore- 
knowledge, and all-wiſe Counſel of 
Heaven. and 110m the unalterable De- 
crees of Oamniſciency, nothing could 
trom his Conception to his Crucifixi- 
on, happen to him, but what was un- 
avoidably neccilary and foretold, that 


it 
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it might be of Belief to perſuade one, 
of the True Meffis; and of Infideli- 
ty, to obdurate the other : For ſo ſays 
the Great Apoſtle, T preach Chriſt Cru- 
cified, to the Fews a Stumbling Block, 
and unto us Gentiles, the. Life and Pow- 
er of God unto Salvation, for they nei- 
ther did, nor yet will, believe the Ema- 
nuality of the Son of God in this 
World; but ſtill are vainly in expetta- 
tion of him. 

; Now Foſeph being a juſt man, and 
altho* one of the Jews, yet had no 
hand in conſenting to the Death of the 
Son of God, went in privately, in re- 
ſpect of the Jews, becauſe he was of 
Arimathea, a City of the Jews, but 
went boldly unto Pilate, and begg*d the 
Body of Feſis. 

And when Even wa come, becauſe it 
was the Preparation Even before the Sab- 
bath, Joſeph of Arimathea, an honou- 
rable Counſellor, who alſo himſelf waited 
for the Kingdom of God, came and went 
in boldly to Pilate, and crav'd the Body 
of Feſus, But Pilate fill'd with Incre- 
dulity, marvell'd if he ſhould be already 
dead : And, to be fully ſatished, m— 

or 
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for the Centurion, whom he had ap- 
pointed to ſtand by, and tee the Exe- 
cution done, and askd, It 7eſas of 
Nazareth-was dead, and whether be had 
been any time dead, and when the Cen- 
cLurion told him, that he was dead, tor 
his Body the Soldiers had already (with 
hisleave,) taken down from the Crols, 
and they had broke the Legs of the 
other two : But when they came to 
Feſis of Nazareth , he they fonnd al- 
ready dead, and therefore his Legs were 
at broken. When Pilate beard :ili this, 
he commanded the Body of Jeſus to be 
given to foſeph, Mark 15. 42, 46. 
Matth. 27. 58. 

And Foſepb took him away,and wrepy' d 
his Body in Sindon., or new fins Lines 
Cloth ; and alſs Nicodemr:s, wiiich, ct 
tbe firſt, came to Jeſus by ni:ht, and 
brought a mixtur* of Myrrh, Alozs, and 
other Spices, a5 the Cuſtom of the Fews 
wi, and wrapp*d bim up in fine Linacs, 
ready for bu Funeral, which was to be 
folemniz*d this Evening in the Garden 
of Joſeph, a place without the Gatcs 
of Feruſz!em, and near to the place 
where our Sayiour was Crucified, and 
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in 2 #ew Tomb herved ont of a Rock,, that 


Toſeph had made for himſelf, and where 


never Man lay before. 
And now, O my Sout, prepare thy 


ſelf, with all Humility and Devotion, {- 


ro attend thy Lord and Saviour to his 


Funeral. This is the laſt Office of | 


Love thou haſt to perform to the dear 
Body of thy departed Feſis, who had 
done and ſuffer*d fo much for thee. -

to thee to be eſteem'd worthy by thy 
Lord to be bid a Mourner at his Fune- 
ral ? | 

And happy and bleſſed art thon, Q
